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City Test Plot Gives Lawn Answers

A test plot in the middle of the city is furnishing many 
of the answers for the Lancaster County Ex tension Service 
and Lincoln nursery men on weed control measures for the 
family lawn. 
**Most people think of test plots out on the farm, but our^ 
crab grass control test plot at the comer of 17th and G has 
been one of our most interesting studies this y ear,** say s 
Cy ril Bish, Lancaster County ex tension agent. 
At the start of the season, very little blue grass could 
be found on the plot following application of various chemi­ 
cals suggested for weed control. 
The blue grass has made ex cellent recovery without re­ 
seeding, Bish ex plained. 
“ This leads us to believe that by controlling crab grass 
y ou can re-establish blue grass,” Bish said. 
Nursery men and ex tension agents pointed out that 
many homeowners mistake windmill grass—a grass with 
numerous seed branches for crab grass. 
The windmill grass, considered undesirable in lawns, 
has been a hard grass to control, ex tension agents report.. 
In reviewing the problem of keeping a lawn, Bish told 
nursery men that he considered disease even more of a 
problem than undesirable grasses. 
Some relationship between high nitrogen application 
which results in lush growth and susceptibility to disease 
has been noted, according to the ex tension agents. 
For recommendations on control measures home- 
ow’ners are encouraged to contact the county ex tension 
office.

The Thurmond Study 


Sen. Strom Thurmond has achieved his 
wish. He is going to get a full scale. $75,000 
congressional study of the conflict between 
the administration and military command­ 
ers in terms of their speech and conduct. 
Sen. Thurmond who is a partisan does 
not put the issue that way. R ather he re­ 
fers to it as a question of the right of the 
military to work agansi communism. There 
IS an inference that it is being overly cen­ 
sored 
To those who sec a broader and deeper 
question involved and who cherish the 
.American tradition that the military should 
defend the country and not try to run it, 
the study is not a welcome piece of news. 
But a cooler look at the matter says that 
since such a tormidable question actually 
exists a study is not only proiier, but timely 
it it leads to a more precise definition of 
the military’s rightful position. 


The danger in such an issue is mainly 
in the visceral reactions of a country under 
heavy tension, wherein anxieties encourage 
excesses which are inimical to the tradi­ 
tional and thus far highly successful way 
of life. This can bring consent to the elimi­ 
nation of liberties and the introduction of 
abuses fully as distasteful as communism, 
although labelled by another name. 
Certainly the nation should always wel­ 
come the earnest and competent discussion 
of defense questions as they pertain to the 
knowledge of professional military men. 
The civil administration and the Congress 
itself in times past have throttled military 
expression. But w'hen military men step 
forward with an intent to cultivate discipli­ 
nary i>owers over the American people they 
are fighting communism less than they are 
harming their country. 


The Junta Was Wrong 


In the years after the first World War 
when Kemal Ataturk was reorganizing and 
modernizing w’hal little was left of the old 
Turkish empire he decreed the death sen­ 
tence for actions described as political bru­ 
tality or extreme corruption. 
Last week the military junta, now in 
charge of Turkey, invoked that .savage law 
to execute lornier Premier Menderes. 
.Mthough Turkey i.s a friend and associate 
oi the United States and despite the fact 
that the junta is more liberal and progres­ 
sive than the regime headed by .Menderes, 
AmencanN v annul accept the d<*ath penally 
either as just or in the true character of a 
free society. 'I'here is too much excuse in 
the law’ for its own corruption. It is an invi­ 
tation to strong willed leaders to execute 
anyone who effectively opposes them.

tales of an absolute tyranny law, that makes 
bad citizenship a crime to be punishable 
to any degree the ruling clique sees fit.

Certainly, a hu­ 
man being may soon be in­ 
jured in space, and from this 
injury will flow myriad prob­ 
lems involving civil liability 
But, can the legal crime of 
muider be perpetrated in 
.space? And who must foot 
the bill for damages arising 
frcm injuriei? 
Since 1952 certain lawyers 
have emphasized that there 
no body of law which 
spells out the rights of man 
in outer soace. No existing 
laws or treaties extend into 
outer space .And the official 
attitude of the Soviet Union 
and of the United States has 
teen entirely apathetic and 
even antagonistic toward the 
solution of this great prob­ 
lem. 
In his great valedictory to 
the United Nations at the 
Fifteenth General Assembly, 
President Eisenhower stated 
the choice between war (the 
uR ima ra^io) and the rule 
of law. Me s.' . that a 
problem confronting us m- 
volvcs 
ouic’' 
space. 
T h e 
emergence of this new’ world 
poses a vital issue: Will out­ 
er space be preserved for 
peaceful use and developed 
for the benefit of all man­ 
kind? Or will it become an­ 
other focus for the arms 
race — and thus an area of 
dangerous and sterile com­ 
petition? 
The choice is urgent. It is 
ours to make. The nations 
of the world have recently 
united in declaring the con­ 
tinent of Antarctica “ off lim­ 
its” to the military prepara­ 
tions. We could extend this 
principle to an even 
more 


Important sphere. 
Let us remind ourselves 
that we had a chance in 1945 
to ensure that atomic energy 
be 
devoted exclusively 
to 
peaceful 
purposes. 
T h a t 
chance was missed when the 
Soviet Union turned down 
the comprehensive plan sub­ 
mitted by the United States 
for placing atomic energy 
under international control. 
President Eisenhower then 
proposed that: 
1. We agree that celestial 
bodies are not subject to na­ 
tional appropriation by any 
clahns of sovereignty. 
2. We agree that the na­ 
tions of the world shall not 
engage in warlike activities 
on these bodies. 
3. We agree, subject to ap­ 
propriate verification, 
that 
no 
ation will put into orbit 
or station 
in outer space 
weapons of mass destruction. 
All launchings of space craft 
should be verified in advance 
by the United Nations. 
4. We press forward with 
a program of international 
cooperation for constructive 
peaceful uses of outer snace 
under the U«vted Nafons. 
The great Soviet Jurist Kor- 
oviU has made similar state­ 
ments: 
There is an essential dif­ 
ference 
between 
cosmic 
space and open sea. .An ac­ 
cident on the high seas, even 
if disastrous, does not direct­ 
ly endanger the p e o p 1 e on 
land, whereas the crash of a 
spaceship or a cosmic mis­ 
sile may cause deplorable 
consequences to the people 
on the Earth, and no less so 
a 
crash 
that 
begins 
and 
ends in the Earth’s atmos­ 
phere. 
All points of similarity thus 
revealed between space dan­ 
ger and air danger do not, 


however, 
ground for applying the rules 
of air law to the Cosmos. 
Application of the latter 
would mean little less than 
the recognition of each coun- 
trv’s “ complete and exclu­ 
sive” sovereignty over the 
cosmic sector above it. 
In the practical sense this 
would mean that the en­ 
tire 
program of 
scientific 
space exploration could be 
thwarted by the protests of 
just a single country over 
which th e earth 
satellite 
might fly. To say nothing of 
the fact that any mechanical 
extension of the concept of 
sovereignty from the Earth 
or the global atmosphere to 
the Cosmos would be Utfl© 
more than unscientific geo- 
centrlcism, a return from 
Copernicus to Ptolemy. 
Manv have pointed out the 
fact 
that 
all internatior^ 
law of every nation of tSe 
world confines the jurisdic­ 
tion 
of 
terrestrial 
nations 
solely to the airspace above 
each nation. This airspace 
ends where air ends. The air 
ends at a oo'nt w'hich has 
been described as the Y ojn 
Karnan Line, named for the 
great 
.American 
scientist, 
Theodore von Karman, who 
is the lather of modern aero­ 
dynamics. This line may be 
defined as that point about 
60 miles above the earth 
where the atoms of the ele­ 
ments that compose air dis­ 
sociate, and “ air” no longer 
exists. 
We must have new inter­ 
national agreements to de­ 
fine and enforce the rights 
of man in outer space and 
to protect him on his return 
to earth. The mistakes of the 
past must not be projected' 
into outer space and indeed 
into the future.

Internationalized Berlin Not Feasible

Of concern to every American is the mat­ 
ter of inflation but there is no such univer­ 
sality in regard to thoughts on solutions to 
the problem .Avery C 
.Adams, chairman 
of Jone*- & Laughlin Steel Corp., was re­ 
ported in the Wall Street Journal to have 
said that President Kennedy’s plea to steel 
producers to avoid price increases after 
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wages go up October 1 has concerned him 
more than anything that has happened in 
his 42 years in the steel industry. 
Probably the thing which bothers the steel 
e.xecutive is his interpretation of Kennedy’s 
position. The administration in Washington 
has seemed to present a veiled threat of 
price controls with all its pleas for price 
stability. It is probably this possibility which 
has .Mr, Adams up in arms. If his concern 
IS founded in any real probability, he would 
have justifuaMon tor it. Go\ernment price 
controls would be must difiicult to justify at 
the prc.sent time 
But .Mr. .Xdani' -hould not be so excited 
with the letter of tlie administration’s words. 
What i.s so dismal about the prospects of 
holding the prn e line on steel? Mr. Adams 
notes that a price freeze would result in “ a 
further profit squeeze, fewer and poorer 
tools of production, less productivity, more 
unemployment and les^ job security.” 
These are all ihmgs which would need 
more suppoii than the mere mention of 
them as fad. R ut beyond this, the spiral 
of w’age increase and price hikes is going 
to have to end at some point. So long as 
both labor and management persist in the 
ending the cycle completely to the other’s 
disadvantage, there simply will never be 
any end. What the adrnini.stration needs to 
do is go more mlo detail and attempt to 
negotiate a settlement whereby both labor 
and management surrender something and 
stalemate the lufiaiion binge of salary and 
price increase.

U N ITED N.ATIONS, N.Y. 
—The East-West cold w a r 
over the divided city of Ber­ 
lin has projected into open 
discussion once more th e 
contention that UN is the in­ 
strument best suited to keep 
the peace in this Soviet-en­ 
circled enclave. L e a d i n g 
statesmen like Prime Minis­ 
ter Diefenbaker of Canada 
have come out in favor of 
an 
internationalized 
c i t y 
ruled over by UN, and fail­ 
ing that, to have the global 
organization assigned some 
sort of supervisory role. The 
least the UN should be as­ 
signed to do, he suggested, 
is act as official observer on 
the 
access 
routes 
of the 
West into West Berlin. 
President Kennedy favors 
a UN role in keeping the 
guns from going off there, 
but aside from a few naive 
African-Asians who jumped 
through Communist Dictator 
Tito’s hoop in Belgrade, none 
at UN gives serious thought 
to transferring UN headquar­ 
ters into the heart of the 
city. Such a move would be 
the death knell fo: UN and 
West Berlin, leaving it the 
victim of Communist aggres- 
'ion bound to occu” on one 
retext or another within the 
iirst twelve months of such 
an international regime. 
The proposal that Berlin 
be 
internationalized 
under 
U.N rule would require the 
evacuation within a broad 
radius 
of 
a l l 
four-power 
armed forces. This step is 
hardly one to be favored at 
any time by Premier Khru­ 
shchev, unless he sees in it 
a way to get the allies out 
of Berlin so that he c a n 
seize the whole city from 
U.N and snap his fingers at 
the subsequent uproar from 
abroad. By the same token, 
this very possibility m u s t 
cause the allied powers to 
think twice before signing an 
evacuation agreement with 
Khrushchev. 
T h e 
govern­ 
ments of the U.S., Britain 
and France are obligated to 
keep in mind that the Krem­ 
lin regime has trampled on 
56 solemnly signed interna­ 
tional treaties since the end 
of World War II. 


History demonstrates that 
the "free city” under guar­ 
antee by v a r i o u s blocs 
of 
governments 
frequently 
fares badly. Who in our time 
has forgotten Danzig, where 
the first guns went off from 
a visiting German cruiser 
even before Hitler’s troops 
crossed the Polish border in 
1939? On the basis of Khru­ 
shchev’s lust for Communist 
conquest 
by 
hook 
or 
by 
crook, how long w o u l d a 
skeleton UN army composed 


opposed all moves for the in­ 
ternationalization of Berlin. 
It was his contention that 
UN is neither suited for nor 
capable of carrying on its 
shoulders t h i s formidable 
task. The difficulties of any 
l^N operation are exposed by 
the Congo troubles, where 
Hamniarskjold’s most astute 
efforts to avoid bloodspilling 
by UN soldiers failed th e 
moment a showdown arrived 
between the central Congo­ 
lese government and the reb­ 
el regime of Katanga. 
In Berlin, a UN adminis­ 
tration and police would be 
almost at the mercy of day- 
to-day incidents provoked by 
Communist agents and mob 
instigators in a g a m e de­ 
signed by .Moscow to pave 
the way for a R ed pretext 
to seize the city and thus 
wipe out the free world is­ 
land 110 miles inside Soviet 
East Germany. 
One should recall that in 
1947, a plan was outlined and 
acted upon for the interna­ 
tionalization 
of Jerusalem. 
The UN Assembly, desper­ 
ately anxious to prevent war 
between the Arabs and Jews 
in Palestine while establish­ 
ing a Jewish homeland, des­ 
ignated a special committee 
to study the problem—with 
particular care to be devot­ 
ed to blueprinting a U.N re­ 
gime for an internationalized 
Jerusalem. 
"The 
city 
of Jerusalem 
shall be placed, after the 
transitional period, under the 
international trusteeship sys­ 
tem by means of a trustee­ 
ship agreement which shall 
designate the UN as the ad­ 
ministering authority. T h e 
city of Jerusalem shall in­ 
clude within its borders the 
present municipality plus the 
surrounding 
villages . a n d 
towns . . . 
“ The city of Jerusalem 
shall be demilitarized. T h e 
governor of the city shall be 
appointed by the trusteeship 
council of U.N. He will be 
neither Arab nor Jew nor a 
resident of the city of Jeru­ 
salem. The governor shall be 
empowered to make deci- 


sions on the basis of exist­ 
ing rights in case of disputes 
which may arise between the 
different communities in re­ 
spect of the holy places and 
sites of Palestine , . . 
“ The protection of the hoiy 
places, 
religious 
buildings 
and sites in the city of Jeru­ 
salem shall be entrusted to a 
special police force of UM 
members. This force shall be 
recruited outsid# 
Palestine 
and shall be neither Arab 
nor Jew .” 


This plan failed because of 
uproarious opposition f r o m 
.Arabs and Jews alike. No 
Jew or Arab wanted to live 
like a quarantined human 
being inside this artificial 
glass cage, ruled by multi­ 
national officials and bossed 
around by a global machine 
in New York which drew its 
powers from the majority 
vote of frequently disputing 
blocs of nations. Why should 
the several million Germans 
living in the huge complex 
of East-West Berlin feel any 
different about living in a 
world apart, in addition to 
which they would be count­ 
ing the days before Khru­ 
shchev Would snatch away 
even that artificial freedom? 
UN 
diplomats 
point out 
that once Khrushchev h a s 
signed a separate t r e a t y 
with F^ast Germany, it will 
rule out any role for UN on 
that side of the Iron Cur­ 
tain. The most that may de­ 
velop in coming months, if 
the 
East-West 
diplomatic 
soundings sprout any kind of 
result, will be that a UN 
“ presence” can be estab­ 
lished in West Berlin to see 
to it that Communist moves 
to encroach on the allied 
area are spotlighted and put 
into the r e c o r d as fast 
as they are discovered. In 
other words, make an offi* 
cial liar and cheat out of 
Khrushchev each time h i s 
Communist agents stage an 
incident and he denies or 
distorts the truth to fabri­ 
cate another crisis qgainst 
the West on Berlin.
